With regard to Eclipſes of the Sun, let it be remembred, 
that they will not by their different obſerved Times of Be- 
zinnings and Endings in different Places, diſcover the dift2- 
rence of Meridians in thoſe Places, in the ſame way as the 
Eclipſes of the Moon, and of Fupiter's Satellites do, and 
which ſome Perſons not uſed to theſe ſort of Speculations, 
expecting they ſhould have blamed ſome good Tables and 
Calculations, fine cauſa, this I thought proper to obſerve, 
becauſe the Calculations in my Almanac of the ſolar F- 
clipſe in February laſt Year, were ſo cenſured. Whereas 
not one amongſt the many Calculations printed, an{were(] 
the Phænomenon more accurately, for Times, Quantity, 
and Poſition, than thoſe did. So in the Eclipſe before us, 
thoſe Perſons living under the Equator, having the ſame 
Meridian with London, will obſerve this Ecliple to begin 17 
Min. after 1o Mane, and to End 40 Min. P. M. So 
that the Time of Continuance of this Eclipſe under the E- 
quator is 21 Min. longer then at London, occaſioned partly
